Speaking with deep feeling at a 


news conference last night, the 
76-year-old 
statesman 
declared 


that Wallace had admitted per- 
sonally to him last Friday in his 
office here that he was in error 
and then had not signed a state- 
ment acknowledging the asserted 
errors which was prepared later 
by representatives of Baruch and 
Wallace at their direction. 


Baruch made it clear that the 


United States delegation could 
not consider any modification in 
the "fundamental principles" of 
its plan, which was attacked at 
length by Wallace in a letter on 
foreign policy written last July 23 
while Wallace then was secretary 
of Commerce. 


Releases Statements 


The United States delegate re- 


leased, with .the direct authoriza- 
tion of President Truman, a long 
memorandum to the president an- 
swering Wallace's letter point by 
point. He also released the state- 
ment which he said Wallace did 
not sign: an alternate statement 
submitted to him 
by 
Wallace 


which he rejected, and a tele- 
gram dispatched by Baruch to 
Wallace late yesterday charging 
that the "errors" are "gravely 
dangerous to the delicate negoti- 
ations now under way" and that 
they '"create confusion and divi- 
sion among our people."

in Moscow, the Atlantic Constitu- 
tion said in a copyrighted story in 
today's issue. 


The author, David Snell, a for- 


mer reporter for the paper who 
recently 
returned 
from 
service 


with the twenty-fourth criminal 
investigation, detachment operat- 
ing in Korea, said the Russians had 
brought pressure on the captured 
scientists to learn .ihe- "atomic 
know how.1' 


Snell said he obtained his story 


from a Japanese officer who rep- 
resented himself as head of coun- 
ter-espionage 
at Japan's atomic 


developing project at Konan, Kor- 
ea. 


This officer, Snell wrote declar- 


ed that the Japanese destroyed 
their machinery secret papers, and 
partly completed bombs only hours 
before the Russian army swept 
into Konan.

"This story may throw light on 


Stalm's 
recent 
statement 
that 


America will not long have a mon- 
oply on atomic weapons," Snell 
said in the Constitution's story. 


At Tokyo, U. S. Army intelli- 


gence officers today joined both 
American and Japanese scientists 
in scoffing at Snell's account.

Meat Shortage Hits New High; 


Black Market Shelves Bare

Washington. Oct. 3—CAP)— 


President Truman agreed with 
reconversion director John R. 
Steelman today that the meat 
shortage may grow worse this 
winter. 


The president said there is no 


conflict between a report re- 
leased today by Steelman and 
his own views expresed to a 
news conference last week. 


Washington, Oct. 3—CAP)—The 


meat shortage has hit the black 
market too. 


That's the word from Irving M. 


Gruber, chief of OPA's meat price 
enforcement chief. 


Gruber told a reporter today 


that his 2,500 agents not only 
stamped out virtually all illicit 
traffic in meat during the first 
month of resumed price control 
but— 


"They are literaJly keeping a 


24 hour watch on all big stocks 
of meat to see that if they move, 
they move under ceiling prices." 


On another sector of the scarci- 


ty front, the bureau of agricultur- 
al economic! uid current hog 


ceilings are not and will riot be 
"particularly favorable" for great- 
er output. 


The decline in hog production 


this year is one of the causes of 
the present moat shortage. The 
bureau said latest reports indi- 
cate that the current pig crop 
will be 15 to 20 per cent smaller 
than the one last fall. 


Gruber took note of published 


reports that eastern order buyers 
are active at western livestock 
markets. 


"That meat," he declared, "is 


not for the blark market." 


He said there are thousands of 


small packers, most of them in 
the east, who do not have their 
own buyers and hence rely on the 
order men. 


These buyers have been going 


farther west to make their pur- 
chases, Gruber said, "but we are 
following every one of these move- 
ments across the country. We are 
checking every phase from sales 
at country places clear down to 
the consumers." 


The enforcement chief said his 


men have no authority to force 
any curent slocks of meat into 
retail outlets.

Agrees With Stalin in Be- 


lief That Danger of 


War Far Off 


Paris, Oct. 3—(AP)—Secretary 


of State James F. Byrnes declared 
today that "the conflict of view- 
points among the allies" is seri- 
ous, but he echoed a recent state- 
ment by Prime. Minister Stalin 
that there is no immediate danger 
of war. ' 


Byrnes spoke at a luncheon of 


the American club in Paris. 


"After every great war which 


has been won by the combined ef- 
forts of many nations, there has 
been a conflict among the allies 
in the making 
of 
the 
peace,' 


Byrnes said in his prepared ad- 
dress. "It would be folly to deny 
the seriousness of the conflict in 
viewpoints among the allies after 
this war. 


"To ignore that conflict or min- 


imize its seriousness will not solve 
the conflict nor help us along the 
road to peace. 


"To exaggerate that conflict and 


its seriousness, on the other hand, 
only makes more difficult the res- 
olution of the .conflict. 


Agrees With Stalin 


"I concur most heartily in the 


view recently expressed by Gen- 
eralissimo Stalin that there is no 
immediate danger of war. I hope 
that this statement will put an 
end to the unwarranted charges 
tliat any nation or group of na- 
tions is seeking to encircle the 
Soviet union, or that the responsi- 
ble leaders of the Soviet union so 
believe." 


He added the. hope that Stalin's 


words,, w;qjild. .dispel "the unwar- 
ranted 'Charges - that, the United 
States, is seeking1 to use its pos- 
session of the atomic bomb as a, 
threat of force against the Soviet 
union." 


However, Byrnes said, Ameri- 


can foreign policy will continue to 
follow a strong line. 


"Just because war is not now 


imminent, we must take the great- 
est care not to plant the seeds of 
a future war. We must seek less 
to defend our actions in the eyes 
of those who agree with us, and 
more to defend our actions in the 
eyes of those who do not agree 
with us." 


Talks on Germany 


The major portion of his speech 


was devoted to his view on the 
future control of Germany. 
He 


amplified in some respects his re- 
cent speech at Stuttgart and the 
40-year treaty that he proposed 
last spring for keeping Germany 
disarmed an demilitarized. 


The United States, he said, "is 


firmly opposed to a struggle for 
the control of 
Germany which 


would again 
give 
Germany the 


power to divide and conquer."

Navy to Fortify 


Guam, Aleutians 


Pearl Harbor, Oct. 3—(AP)—A 


new U. S. navy policy in the Pa- 
cific calling for a strong Aleutian 
base near Siberia and extension 
of its outpost 3,000 miles west- 
ward to Guam was announced to- 
day. 


The policy was made public at 


a press conference by Adm. John 
H. Towers, commander of the Pa- 
cific fleet who conferred Monday 
with President Truman and high 
navy officials in Washington. 


Towers declared 
that 
Guam. 


3,318 miles west of Pearl Harbor, 
would be turned into an outpost 
as strategically important as this 
Hawaii naval base—long the sym- 
bol of U. S. navy might in the 
Pacific. 


The admiral said the new Pa- 


cific policy would be to concen- 
trate permanent 
naval installa- 


tions in Alaska, 
the 
Aleutians, 


Hawaii 
and in the 
Marianas, 


which includes Guam. 


This would include 
permanent 


facilities for surface warships as 
well as navy air bases. 


"It is obvious," Towers 
said, 


"that we need a base further in 
the Pacific. 
Because of the mo- 


bility and range of surface and 
air fleets it is necessary that we 
extend our Pacific outpost beyond 
Pearl Harbor. 


"Guam fills this need and it 


will be equally as "important, but 
not so large, as Pearl Harbor."
